Ruling Is Sweeping, Sustaining 
Demurrer to Bill for In-

The right of the city of Chicago to compel 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke company 
to furnish 75 cent gas was sustained in a de- 
cision handed down yesterday in the United 
States Circuit court. 

The decision, which is sweeping in its na- 
ture, was prepared by Judge Peter S. Gross- 
cup, who is now on his way to Europe to 
spend his vacation.” It was read by ‘hag Cc. 
C. Kohlsaat. 

The court sustained the demurrer of the 
city to the amended bill for an injunction 
filed by the gas company to restrain the city 
from enforcing the city ordinance passed by 
‘the council in October, 1900, fixing the max- 
imum charge for gas at 75 cents per 1,000 
| cubic feet.

Big Saving to Consumers. 

In effect the decision, if not reversed, 
means a saving to every consumer of gas 
in Chicago of 25 per cent of the price now 
@harged. It also will have the effect, if sus- 
tained by the Supreme court, of cutting down 
the gross receipts of the gas company nearly 
one-fourth. 

. The decision wae jurisdictional] in its na- 
ture, it being held that the court had no au- 
thority to interfere and prevent the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance and that it had no 
jurisdiction over the cause of action set forth. 
The bill was dismissed and an appeal to the 
United States Supreme court was allowed. 
The appeal bond was fixed at $600,000 and 
will operate as a stay of proceedings until 
a ruling of the higher court ie obtained. 


‘| Sixty days were allowed in which to perfect 


the appeal. 

The large bond required of the gas com- 
pany is intended to cover whatever damage 
the city and other gas consumers may suf- 
fer before the final settlement of the contro- 
versy in the Supreme court, some time next 
year.

Decision a Short One. 

The décision was a short one for the de- 
termination of such an important case. The 
first sentence left no room for doubt as to 
what the final ruling would be. The opinion 
of the court is, in part, as follows: 

“ I have considered with great care the ar- 
guments, both oral and printed, submitted 
on the rehearing, and see nothing that ought 
to change the opinion already filed or the or- 
der that followed. 

“The only serious question is whether, In 
view of the recent decision of the Supreme 
court of the United States, in the Detroit 
traction case, the gas consolidation act of 
1898 is to be held to embody a contract be- 
tween the state and the complainant whereby 
from that time forth gas was to be furnished 
by the complainant at a fixed rate, unalter- 
able by either party without tne consent of 
the other, 

“The language of the 3 relied on is 
as follows: ‘Such corporation (the 
solidated corporation) shall not increase the 
price charged by it for gas of the quality fur- 
nished to consumers during any part of the 
year immediately preceding such purchase or 
lease, or such consolidation or merger.’ Itis 
averred that such price for the year imme- 
diately preceding’ was not less than §1 a 
thousand.“ 


Meaning of Consolidation Act. 
The court then considered the meaning of 
the act and said: Ik this rate thus named 
in the act was meant as a maximum rate 
only, the Detroit cage does not apply. If . 
was meant, however, as an agreed, fixed rate 
unalterable by either party, the decision does 
apply.“ 

Analyzing the Detroit case decision, Judge 
Grosscup said: The Detroit case an- 
nounced no new law. It is fundamental that 
no city or state can constitutionally enact 
any legislation that impairs the validity of 
éxisting contracts. 

“The Detroit case merely held that under 
the legislation of Michigan the ordinance rate 
named, though in words a maximum rate 
only, must be regarded as an agreed, fixed 
rate. The decision does not modify the pre- 
vious decisions in the Illinois water cases, 
where similar language in water ordinances 
is construed as maximum rates only. The 
question involved, therefore, is not so much 
a question of constitutional law as a question 
of interpretation—namely: What was the 
legislative intent in the enactment of the 
gas consolidation act.” a 


Holds Law Not to Be a Contract. 

On the question of the interpretation of the 
act Judge Grosscup declared: “ The act was 
not special—applying to the complainant 
only. It applies to every gas company and 
to every city in the state. It contains no 
mandate, as in the Detroit case, that there 
shall be an agreed constant rate. It is pre- 
ceded by no legisiation looking to such con- 
stant rate. Ita language therefore must be 
given its plain, ordinary significance: and so 
construed, I can see in it no purpose other 
than to fix not a rate unalterable by either

CROWD AT DEVBRY PICNIC 


„ BIG BILL” CARES FOR 18,000 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


Great Fleet of Boats Needed to Carry 
Guests on Day’s Outing—Vast Stores 


Away for the Morrow — Former Fo- 
lice Chief Mingles with the Guests 
and Gives Away Silver Quarters to 
the Children. 


New York, July 30.—[Special.]—‘‘ Big Bill” 
Devery's outing for the women and children 
of the Ninth assembly district was the larg- 
est. éxcursion party that ever left town. 
There were nine boats in the fleet, two steam- 
boats, a tug, and six barges, all lashed to- 
gether and loaded down with people, 
“Touchin’ on and appertainin’ to how 
many people went, Devery said 18,000. He 
did not lose one of them. One boy whose 
family did not take him was drowned at 
the New York pier. 

It took three hours, from 8 o'clock until 
11, to get the people aboard, and even then 
there were 5,000 or 6,000 women and children

Vast Store of Provisions. 


Ten physicians, a corps of trained nurses, 
life savers, an opera company, a vaudeville 
troupe, and four bands were taken along, 
and refreshments served in unlimited quan- 
tities. The chief commissary of the expe- 
dition had 150 assistants, and the list of sup- 
plies was as follows: 

One thousand pounds of roast beef, 1,200 
pounds corned beef, 1,500 pounds of ham, 
two barrels of sugar, four tubs of butter, 
twenty barrels of potatoes, twenty crates 
of tinned tomatoes, ten crates of raw toma- 
toes, 500 heads of cabbage, 250 pounds of 
coffee, 2,500 large loaves of bread, clam 
chowder for 80,000 persons, 1,500 pounds of 
fancy cakes, 300 gallons of ice créam, 8,000 
quarts of milk, 280 boxes of soft drinks, ten 
barrels of birch beer, 1,400 bags of popcorn 
and candy.

Then the fireworks, bombs, and rockets 
and candles were set off from the deck 
of one of the barges and as the six bands 
of musicians played the “Star Spangled 
Banner,” all playing together, the boats 
were swung against the landing pier. 

One of the deck hands, William Meyer, 
fell overboard as the barges were nearing 
the pier. He had a big hawser in his hands. 
Samuel Berg of 151 Allen street, one of the 
professional life savers with the excursion, 
jumped into the river and helped to rescue 
Meyer. 

About 5,000 men were on West street near 
the pier when the excursion landed. These 
were the husbands and brothers.

FIRE N INLPTON PLANT 


BURNS, WITH $250,000 LOSS. 


Company’s Private Department Cheeks 
Spread of Flames Through Packing 
House District — Building, Filled 
with Dressed Meats, Make’ a Hot 
Blase, Which Threatens Other Prop- 
erty—Thirty Horses Led from Mable 

to Place of Safety, 


Unable to extinguish a fire that threatened 
to burn a path through the stockyards yes- 
terday evening, fifty men of the private fire 
department of the Thomas J. Lipton Packing 
company held the blase in check until re- 
inforced by the city’s department. Then, 
after an hour’s hard fight, the fire was 
controlled, but not until a property loss of 
$250,000 had been sustained. This loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Flames were discovered on the thjrd floor 
of warehouse B of the Lipton company 
plant at 6 o'clock, and an alarm turned in. 
Larry Brannigan, chief of the Lipton com- 
pany, gathered his private brigade of fire- 
men to work, aud with the arrival of the 
first companies of the city force, eight lines 
of hose, fed from an artesian well on the 
premises, were found in the hands of the 
private department. The firemen were pro- 
tecting surrounding buildings, which had 
begun to smoke, and water was poured into 
the. burning structure, preventing a spread 
of the flames. 

Assistant Fire Marshal Pazen, immedi- 
ately after his arrival, sent in a 4-11 call for 
engines, which brought Chief Musham to the 
sene. With this increased force the fire 
was subdued and the threatened danger 
averted. 


Thirty Horses Released. 

South of warehouse B was the company 
stable. Thirty horses were released by Barn 
Superintendent Mucher and Fire Watchman 
Woods and were led to other stables without 
a stampede. 

Warehouse B was the cooling and stor- 
age plant of the Lipton company, and Tues- 
day night the report showed that $247,000 
worth of dressed meats were in storage there. 
The second and third floors were burned 
away, and the only salvage will be on the 
water soaked stock in the basement. 


Fixes Loss at $250,000.

“Since the cold 
storage apparatus in the warehouse is de- 
stroyed, none of the stuff that is exposed to 
the air will make much salvage.

One section of the bill charges Inspector 
Bidwill with fraudulently requiring, for 
Standard oats, a grade above the require- 
ments of the board of trade rules, which has 
prevented large quantities of oats from 
grading. 

The bill concludes with a prayer for relief 
against either being called for more margins 
or from suffering loss Mroush trades being 
closed out under board of trade rules. 

Explaining their action, Waite, Thorburn 
& Co. said: 

“ Attempts to squeeze the trade have now 
become so extreme and unscrupulous that 
it has become high time for some one to 
make a fight and find out where the trade 
stands, and whether it is to ve for all time 
possible for groups of millionaires to turn up- 
side down the grain business of the country 
and inflict heavy losses on the trade.” 


Exciting Scenes Today. 

Under the circumstances today's session 
of the board of trade gives promise of being 
most exciting. The last day ot the month 
is settlement day, and before 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon every seller of oats must 
make a tender of the property to the buyer, 
or else default on the contract. 

The tendering of the actual oats to make 
good the contracts will mean a big loss, for 
the shorts in some cases made the sales when 
the market was down in the 30s, and it ts 
now in the 60s. 

This 
was the general talk yesterday, and con-

There were 205,000 bushels of oats deliv- 
ered yesterday, put out in small lots by 
Nash-Wright, McReynolds, Wetmore, and 
others. The bulk of them were taken in by 
Bartiett-Frazier, which firm, with the Pat- 
ten people, represent the principal long in- 
terest 

As for the market action, no one would 
have known that such a thing as a mar- 
ginal rule had been made on the July de- 
livery. There was no effect from it; as a 
matter of fact, there was not expected to be. 
The new July opened at 60 cents, sold up to 
62% cents, off to 60% cents, and then up to 
68 cents, which was the closing figure. 

So far as can be estimated now the shorts 
will be able to deliver about 700,000 bushels 
of oats to the Patten-Bartlett-Frazier peo- 
ple, but this quantity Jill go only a short 
ways in settlement of the claims.

To Mrs. Adams are given the books and

The will provides the initia for invest- 
ment by the university of Wisconsin of 
the entire estate and the creation out of 
the income and accumulation thereof &F” 
fifteen fellowships of the sum, of $10,000 
each, consisting of five fellowships in the 
English language and literature, five in the 
Greek language and literature, and five in 
modern history. 

Provision is made in the will for the fellow- 
ships to be continually maintained intact. 
The five fellowships in English language and 
literature will be known as “the Mary M. 
Adams fellowships."’ The others as the 
President Adams fellowships."

SHOT BY A NIGHT WATCHMAN.

Shenandoah, Pa., July 30.—[Special.]—Shen- 
andoah is in the hands of a raging mob of 


strikers and strike sympathizers. One des- 


perate battle between police and the rioters 
has taken place. One man has died of 
wounds inflicted by the infuriated mob and at 
least four others are fatally wounded. 
Others were seen to fall before the volleys of 
the hunted deputies, but their names are not 
to be obtained. Doctors of the town have 
dressed the wounds of forty persons. 

Sheriff Beddall, whose cousin was slain in 
one skirmish, appealed to the governor for 
troops, and just before midnight the Eiguth 
and Twelfth regiments were ordered here, to- 
gether with the governor's troop from Har- 
risburg. The Twelfth regiment left Sunburg 
and the Eighth left Pottsville, and 1,200 
soldiers will be in town before daybreak. 

The miners’ union admits the foreign ele- 
ment is beyond control. 

The rioters are in complete 00 of the 
town, and the prospects are that another 


clash will oceur when the soldiers arrive.

Miners’ Union Pleads for Peace. 

The United Mine Workers late tonight 
posted a bulletin disowning any connection 
with the rioting, and calling upon all miners 
to aid in maintaining peace. 
The town council was appealed to, but the 
members refused to take any action. Mayor 
Brown has issued a proclamation calling 
upon the citizens to help preserve the peace. 
All saloons in the city have been ordered 
closed. Deputies are patrolling the streets. 


Town in Grasp of Mob. 
The town has been in the grasp of the 
mob since 6 o'clock this evening, and the 
riots of 1900 seemed mere child's play 
comparison” The long peut up anger of 
the strikers, to control which has been the 
continued effort of the leaders of the unit- 
ed mineworkers, burst all bounds shortly 
before nightfall and a desperate battle 
raged. 
The men engaged in the conflicts were 
largely of the foreign element of the strik- 
ers. These have flung the counsel of the 
leaders to the winds. This town of 25,000 
inhabitants and the surrounding region is 
tonight undergoing a reign of terror. 


Nonunion Men Attacked. 

All day the town has been in disorder, but 
the serious trouble did not start until @ 
o’clock this evening, when Deputy Sheriff 
Thomas Beddall, a cousin of the sheriff, at- 
tempted to escort two nonunion workers 
through the strikers’ line of pickets. 

The workmen were dressed in their street 
clothes, but ome of them carried a bundle 
under his arm, and this aroused the suspicion 
of the strikers. The bundle wae torn from 
him, and when it was found to contain a 
blouse and overals the man was taken from 
the deputy and beaten almost to death. 


Opens Fire on the Crowd. 

In the meantime Beddall opened fire on the 
mob, which had gathered by this time, and 
emptied his revolver. Two of the shots took 
effect, one man being shot in the leg and the 
other in the foot. The deputy and the other 
strike breaker were now compelled to fly for 
their lives and took refuge in the Philadel- 
phia and Reading railroad station. 

The station was soon surrounded by an 
angry mob of6,000, which was becoming 
more threatening and demonstrative every 

Dies Trying to Aid Brother 

Joseph Beddall, a hardware merchant,and . 
brother of the deputy sheriff, was seen mak- 
ing his way through the crowd in an effort 
to reach his brother, and the mob, divining 
that he was carrying ammunition to those in- 
side the station, seized him and beat bim 
with clubs into insensibility. He died on the 
way to the Miners’ hospital. 


Try to Flee on Engine. 

The strikers continued to stone the sta- 
tion, and the entire borough police force 
rushed to the scene and escorted the deputy 
sheriff and his men to an engine which had 
been backed into the station for that pur- 


pose. 

When the mob realized that its prey was 
about to escape, it surrounded the engine, 
and the engineer was afraid to move. 


Police Fire Into Mob. 

In a few moments the police fired a volley, 
dispersing the crowd for a brief period, and 
the engineer turned on ful steam and got 
away with his men. Stones were now thrown 
thick and fast about the heads of the police, 
whereupon Chief John Fry gave the order to 
fire. At the first volley the mob fell back 
and several were seen to fall. Their retreat, 
however, was but momentary. They turned 
and with revolvers, stones, and a few shot- 
guns charged on the little band of po- 
licemen and made them fi r their lives. 


Policemen They Run. 

The policemen turned in their flight at 
short intervais and fired volley after volley 
at their pursuers, but the mob seemed ther- 
oughly infuriated and smoking revolvers 
seemed to have no terrors for them.

N Dr. Weinberg Tells of Suffering. 

_ Among the former patients who are deter- 
mined to tell thelr experiences before the 
investigators is Dr. May Berlyn Weinberg, 
168 North State street, who wae a patient at 
the asylum when suffering from a temporary 
attack of melancholia. During the six 
months she was there she made notes of 
suffering and ill treatment seen about her, 


_ noting these memoranda down on asylum 


paper when the attendants were absent from 
the room and concealing them about her 
clothing and under the porches of the cot- 
tage in which she was held. Soe 

A graduate of the dental school of North- 


western university and having a knowledge 


of medicine, Dr. Weinberg was enabled to 
diagnose the afflictions of many of those 


about her. Her objections to the conditions 
* and treatment, while received by Dr. Enos, 


‘the former medical head of the asylum, were 
always ignored. It was to her that Supt. 
Cross explained why he allowed the big inst! 
tution to run itself. 1 
.“ There were many rules here when I 
came,” Supt. Corbus told her when she left 
the institution after, protesting against the 
methods, and theré would be a general con- 
fusion if I changed em now.” 

Many Patients Brutally Treated. 

Aside from telling of her own case of three 
attacks made on her by nurses with the re- 
sult that the left side of her body was in- 
jured, the ligaments of her left arm and 
shoulder torn, and one rib broken, she cited 
many cases where helpless patients were 
brutally treated. Letters of thanks from 
some whom she aided in leaving the institu- 
tion by getting letters calling for help to rel- 
atives of the sufferers attest her statements. 
One of the patients who ¢ame under my 
eyed was Mrs. Charles Du Bois of Chicago, 
said Dr. Weinberg. She called for her hus- 
band and the nurses became angry. Instead 

ot trying to sooth her she was dragged from 
her bed by her haff und the neck of her gown 
by nurses. She was put in a bath of cold 
water. In her struggles she received a blow 

‘against the bathtub. Some minutes later she 

Was hauled out on the floor and, as she con- 


_ tinued screaming, was kicked by the nurses. 


Then she was again thrown back into the 
bathtub. They used to taunt her with being 
Charlie's wife —that was her husband's 
2 and she called so much for him to come 
er. 
At 8 or 9 o’clock that same night I heard 
a sound from her room, and the nurse came 
out and called Dr. Adams, the ward physi- 
clan. He called for help, and all night long, 
one at a time, every hospital doctor but Cor- 
bus himself was called in. Her condition 
was so serious that her relatives were sent 
for. When her husband and sister came they 
‘Spent much of their time with her. One of 
nurses would stand where she could see 
them coming. She would give a signal and 
then three or four nurses would be around 
the bed when her husband entered, making 
as if they were exerting every effort to aid 
her. This would be usually about 9 or 9:30 
o'clock in the morning. As soon as the hus- 
band or sister left she was placed in re- 
straint. I complained of this case to Dr. 
Enos when I left. He wanted to know why 
1 had not done so at once, and I told him 
that the nurses would have killed me. It’s 
heaven's truth.“ *

Mrs. Margaret Hennessy, a patient from 
Chicago, attempted suicide by jumping from 
the boat in which patients are taken to the 
picnic grounds, She had said that death 
was preferable to staying at the asylum, 
‘starving to death and being a scrubwom- 
an for the state.“ The woman was punished 
by being placed on ice.

The door was then closed on the patient 
and she was left alone until the nurses and a 
number pe convalescents returned from a 
baseball game. They proceeded then to 
taunt thé woman because she had not seen 
the game. 

“Miss Mary McGee, a Chicago music 
teacher, was cuffed on the ears, her hair 
pulled, her arms twisted until she cried, and 
she was then dragged down three flights of 
stairs as punishment for an attempt to es- 
cape. She, too, was put in with violent pa- 
tients. 

“I often went to the window of this ward 


and had a nurse or patient call her to the 


window while I talked with her,“ said Dr.

How patients are received at the institu- 
tion is held to be shown in the case of Miss 
Jennie H. Fera, a patient from Danville, III.

In the morning she had lost the action of 
her hands under the tight bonds. She could 
move only her head. They pulled her out of 

*bed and put on her clothes, slapping and 
kicking her at intervals. She was dragged 
along to the breakfast room and then teased 
because she could not eat. 


Attack on Dr. Weinberg. 


“In my own case,” said Dr. Weinberg. I 
suffered only from melancholia and was ra- 
tional some parts of every day. I was sane 
enough when rational to diagnose my own 
case: I was put among screaming, violent 
patients. There were three attacks made on 
me. One night I left my bed after having 
called the ward@ nurse and walked out alone. 
The nurse was entertaining some nurses 
from other wards. Without provocation 
they jumped on me and dragged me by the 
hair tomy bed. They gagged me by putting 
sheets in my mouth and choked me with their 
hands. I was too weak to offer much resist- 
ance, and one of them finally said: 


„ guess ‘we'd better quit. Her pulse is 


y weak.’ / 

A the result of that attack the skin of my 
left side was bruised from my shoulder to my 
hip, the digaments of my left shoulder and 
arm were torn, and one rib was broken. I 
pleaded for a plaster cast on my arm and 
shoulder, but the Goctor refused, telling me 
that my life was hanging only by a thread 
and to prepare for the worst. Finally, I got 
a letter to Mrs. Margaret May of Chicago, 
president of the Lady Foresters, and she hur- 
ried to my aid and demanded that Dr. Enos 
place me in the infirmary, He came to me 
and gave me two of the best nurses in the 
hospital. It was Dr. Enos who saved my 


life.

BOY STRIKERS USE VIOLENCE. 


Drug House Messengers Attack Men 
ho Take Their Places—Ques- 
tions for Federation, 


at 
the downtown wholesale drug stores com- 
pelled the proprietors to call on the police for 
protection. The boys threw stones, sticks, 
and mud at the union teamsters and berated 
them for not aiding the boys in enforcing 
their demands. Whenever a messenger left 
one of the drug stores the boys surrounded 
him and beat him or forced him to return to 
the store. 

Two delegations of boys called upon Or- 
ganizer J. J. Fitzpatrick of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor and demanded his aid in 
adjusting their grievances. Mr. Fitzpatrick 
advised them to go back to work and said 
he would see what he could do for them. 
This, apparently, did not suit them, because 
only a few returned. Delegations which vis- 
ited the federation headquarters in the after- 
noon insisted they would not go back until 
they had obtained something definite. The 
majority of the drug houses are advertising 
for men to take the places of the boys. 

The messengers of the American 
Telegraph company will meet this morn- 
ing at 7 o’clock at 104 Randolph street to de- 
cide on what action they shall take toward 
securing better wages. The boys threatened 
to strike yesterday, but Organizer Fitzpat- 
rick advised them to remain at work and sub- 
mit their demands. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor will have 
some interesting things to decide at its reg- 
ular meeting on Sunday. First will be the 
question of expelling the brewers and mal- 
sters’ union for oppositig the beer bottlers in 
their strike. They also are accused of not 
obeying the order of the federation to with- 
draw their claim to juridiction over the beer 
wagon drivers, the beer bottlers, and the sta- 
ble employés. Then the federation will have 
to decide whether or not it wants to assume 
the responsibility of organizing the boys into 
unions.

In conclusion the decision reads: 

agree with coungel that neither the city.

The scheme, according to the police, was 
to give a customer a bogus receipt slip after 
some article had been purchased, and then 
keer the money which was paid for it, and 
it was oy by chance that the trick was 
discovered. 


Customer Reveals the Game. 

Ten days ago H. Geissman, 8840 Dscanaba 
avenue, went to the hardware department 
and purehased two iron garbage cans and 
asked to have them delivered. The cans 
falled to arrive, and two days later Mr. 
Gelssman called to see why they had not 
been delivered. Failing to find the olerk 
who waited on him when the purchase was 
made, he went to the office. 

There he engaged in conversation with 
House Detective Evans, of whose identity he 
was unaware, and told of an obliging clerk 
who had mee change for Mr. Geissman 
when the latter was in a hurry. The cus- 
tomer afterward, the police say, identified 
Towne as the obliging salesman. 

The central police were notified and De- 
tectives Tobin and Farrally were given po- 
sitions in the department where Towne was 
employed. Towne became friendly with 
them and asked them to come and see him. 


Towne Entertains Detectives. 

Last Saturday evening the detectives ac- 
companied Towne to his home at 567 Fair- 
field avenue, and Towne told them he had a 
great scheme for making money and asked 
them if they would like to help him in it.

President Johnson Discusses Baltimore 
Baseball Situation—Takes Little 
Rap at Hart. 


President Johnson was at his desk for the“ 
first time in several weeks, and gave out the 

information that he would be there for some 

time to come, the affairs of the American 
league being in such shape that he could at- 

tend to routine work in spite of the recent 
attacks of the National league. 

Regarding the attempt by Freedman and 
Brush to put the Baltimore club in the hands 
of a receiver he #aid there was little that 
need be told. That was all anticipated and 
provided against when the American league 
was reorganized two years ago. He read 
copies of the league’s ten year agreement, and 
a supplementary agreement, both officially 
signed by all the clubs, including Baltimore, 
which cover the present case so fully as to 
leave no loophole. for the National league 


J owners to gain control of the franchise or 


grounds through the courts. The originals of 
these papers have been forwarded to the 
league’s attorney in Baltimore, and the case 
is left entirely in his hands. 

Freedman will find out inside of a month 
that he has been cajoled into buying a lot of 
gold bricks in that Baltimore deal and then 
there will be a howl. McGraw is all in asa 
player, and so is McGinnity. Bresnahan is 
the best man they took out of the club, and 
he is a youngster as yet.

“I don’t believe Brush can gold brick the 
Cincinnati public into buying his club, cer- 
tainly not at any such figure as the $150,000 
named. Comiskey and I were discussing the 
matter yesterday, and he placed the value of 
the Cincinnati plant and club at $35,000. 

“It looks to me, continued he, as if the 
National league was trying to stampede some 
of the players by a monumental bluff. =I can- 
not understand their talk of having so many 
of our players signed any other way. They 
claim Elberfeld and Barrett of Detroit. I 
happen to know that both players are signed 
for next year by the Detroit club. We may 
lose a few like Miller, but he can be prevented 
from playing with New York if the — 
club so wishes. His contract will hold, as it 
has no ten days’ clause in it. Many of our 
players are signed to the same kind of.con- 
tract, especially the long time contracts.

His 
regular army, including the police, numbers 
only 900 men, but there have been no wars 
nor rumors of wars in that happy land. He 
abolished slavery by the ce of his pro- 
tector, and allowed freedom of religious 
opinion, though himself of some Moham- 
meéedan sect. He had a generous allowance 
of wives, but his home was happy and free 
from scandal. He formerly lived chiefly 
upon the revenue from cloves, but as that 
Was not sufficient to maintain appropriate 
state and provide ir his large family the 
British government allowed him a privy 
purse of 120,000 rupees. His subjects adored 
him. Fortunately, as Zanzibar is a British 
protectorate, a good man will be chosen as 
his successor. 


THE YOUTHFUL STRIKERS. 

There is an incipient epidemic of strikes 
among the boys of Chicago. The examp!e 
of the telegraph boys has fired the bell 
boys, errand boys, drug store boys, and 
others to demand longer wages and shorter 
hours, and incidentally spend two or three 
blissful days parading the streets and har- 
assing men or boys who take their places. 
The officers of the Federation of Labor, 
who pronounced the first boys’ strike the 
greatest victory that labor has won in a 
year,”’ are bored with the prospect of con- 
tinued agitation. The next move will prob- 
ably be in the direction of a “ United 
Brotherhood of Scholars for shorter school 
hours and a free ride to and from school. 
Then the question probably will be submitted 
to the arbitration of a “‘ parents’ tribunal.” 
The boys who get less than $4 want that 
made the standard wage and the boys who 
are getting $4 want more. They feel that 
they are deprived of the just reward of their 
tebors. So far there has been no move 
for payment by the mile, with an automatic 
attachment to count the steps of the fleet 
footed messenger, but that may not be far 
off. 

It is wholesome for boys to consider the 
boyhood of their fathers. It would be in- 
structive for them to learn what wages 
were paid a generation ago, and the harder 


work required for the lower wages*paid | 


then. Perhaps the striking messenger boys 
of Chicago would not be so dissatisfied with 
their lot if they could visit southern cot- 
ton mills and see younger children than 
themselves working longer hours at harder 
work for lower wages. At an earlier day 
when a boy struck it was called “ playing 
hooky,” and the strike was not settled by 
arbitration but by the rod. : 
It would be just as well for the 

to wait until fall before striking and then, if 
their condition still appears intolerable and 
their parents are willing to provide a strike 
fund, they can take advantage of a labor 
market depleted by the schools. In the 
mégntime they might consider that there 
are as many boys looking for jobs as there 
are boys who have jobs, that employers will 
not stand. much nonsense, and that they 
may find themselves with nothing to do and 
no excuse for staying away from school. 


THE WAY TO PREVENT INJUNCTIONS. 

More injunctions against striking coal 
miners have been issued by federal judges 
in West Virginia. The statement that by 
one of the injunctions officers of the miners’ 
association are restrained from buying and 
distributing food to strikers probably is a 
gross exaggeration. President Mitchell as- 
sumes the report is true, and says that if 
the injunction is sustained by the higher 
eourts the liberty of American citizens will 
be destroyed. If such au injunction has 
been granted it will not be sustained. The 
liberties of citizens are in no danger from 
the Supreme court. 

The liberties of some American citizens 
are imperiled, but not on account of courts. 
An effort is being made to resume work ona 
small scale in some localities in the anthra- 
cite region. There are men who are ready 
to work, but the strikers are resolved they 
shall not work. On Monday in one place 
8,000 men, women, and children gathered 
together and showered stones upon a squad 
of nonunion men to persuade them to quit 
work. They did quit. Six of them 2 
captured and badly beaten. At another 
place some men who went from Scranton to 
work in a washery were surrounded by a 
mob of 1,500 men and boys and had to make 
a hurried retreat. Daily in the anthracite 
districts men are stoned and beaten for dar- 
ing to attempt to work. Appeals to strikers 
to have respect for the liberties of American 
citizens would be laughed to scorn. 

Concerning these attacks on persona! lib- 
erty President Mitchellsays nothing, but 
if there were no suchwupttages there would 
be few applications for injunctions-in labor 
froubles.

A GOOD OITY TO BE BORN IN. 

Chicago is no place for people who cannot 
enjoy life where the streets are not kept 
clean and where the air is full of coal smoke. 
Many changes will have to be made before 
this city will be an attractive residence 
for the lovers of beauty. There is too much 
mud and grime and too little art. But 
while this is no place for the esthetic adult 
it is a good city to be born in. It is a good 
place for the little children who are not old 
enough to be offended by municipal short- 
comings. The child under 8 years of age 
has a better chance of life here than in more 
pretentious cities. ‘ 

Between 1882 and 1891, inclusive, 48.5 
per cent of deaths of all ages in Chicago 
was of children under 5 years of age. This 
was a dreadful waste of life. During the 
succeeding ten years the percentage was 
brought down to 39.5 per cent. If the earli- 
er death rate of children had continued dur- 
ing the last decade 85,083 children would 
have found early graves instead of 51,046. 

Last year 7,489 children under 5 died in 
this city. They were 80.68 per cent of the 
total number of deaths. Infantile mortality 
its still decreasing. There were in New 
York last year 24,256 deaths of children 
under 5, being 34.29 per cent of the total 
deaths for the year. The small child in 
Chicago has a better chance of life than 
the small child in New York. The chance 
is better than the percentages indicate. 
The deaths of nonresidents and of infants 
less than a week ald are not included in 
the New York returns. In Chicago deaths 
of nonresidents and of infants a day old 
are included. 
Many cases have contributed to the great 
and gratifying reduction of the death rate 
of infants and small children in this city. 
One has been the antitoxin treatment of 
diphtheria. In 1895 there were 1,420 deaths 
from diphtheria. During the subsequent 
five years of antitoxin treatment the aver- 
age number of deaths has been 784. In 
1901 there were 495 deaths. The quality 
of the milk supply has been improved. The 
examination and exclusion from the schools 
of children with communicable diseases have 
limited the spread of the diseases. The 
overcrowded and insanitary districts have 
been visited during the simmer months by 
medical inspectors. Mothers have been in- 
structed as to the hygiene, care, and nursing 
of the young through the indefatigable ef- 
forts of the department of health. 
Private agencies have done considerable 
towards reducing the death rate among 
small children, but the health department 
has done most of the work. What it has 
accomplished, in view of the limited means 
at its command, is remarkable and deserv- 
ing of high praise. Thanks to public and 
private efforts it has come about that the 
child born in Chicago has a better chance 
of life than the child in New York. 
Sanitary authorities a that the death 
rate for children under 5 is “a most re- 
Ane test of the sanitary condition of a 
district.” In spite of the dirty streets and 
sooty air of Chicago its sanitary condition is 
better than that of Manhattan. 


No INTERNATIONAL TRUST. 
The attorney of the Standard Oil com- 
pany says there is nothing in the story of 
the London Mail that an international oil 
trust has been established and the control 
of a product on which millions depend for 
heat or light, or both, placed in the hands 
of a small group of “ plutocrats.” A combi- 
nation of the Rockefeller, Nobel, and Roth- 
schild oil interests would, indeed, be a “triple 
alliance worth speaking of. It would have 
more influence in the world than the Austri- 
an-German-Italian alliance. If the oil mag- 
nates were to form their dreibund Ameri- 
cans would find a little cause for pride in 
the fact that an American would be the 
senior and dominant partner in the concérn. 
If there must be a world trust by all means 
let there be an American at the head of it. 

The denia! of the attorney that a combina- 
tion has been formed must be accepted, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that it is under- 
stood the Russian government is averse to 
trusts. It has been said in the past that that 
government would not allow the men who 
control the Russian oi] industry to enter 
into entangling alliances with outsiders. 
That government can exercise a degree of 
control over men and things within its juris- 
diction which the American government can- 
not. If an autocrat cannot keep some of 
his subjects, whom he can imprison and 
whose property he can confiscate, from go- 
ing into a trust, what effective anti-trust 
legislation can be enacted in this democratic 
land of law and liberty? 

Ik the story of the Mail were true Ameri- 
cans would not be greatly alarmed. The 
price of petroleum in this country hardly

No one need be surprised to read of the 
selection of the son of a Genoese dock la- 
borer as the cardinal prefect of the propa- 
ganda. It has been said of the Roman 
church that it offered a more certain reward 
for talent enlisted in its service than any 
other career that men could select. In the 
period of unrest which followed the fall of 
the first Napoleon it was the habit of a fac- 
tion of the liberals throughout Europe to 
look upon the church as the most formidable 
obstacle in the way of social and political re- 
form. They asserted that its constitution 
was inherently undemocratic; that its dis- 
cipline precluded any possible development 
of individualism, which was to them the goal 
of democracy. 

The statesmen of the church, for the most 
part, contented themselves with pointing out 
that the liberal movement contained too few 
constructive elements to appeal to a church 
whose mission was the conservation of so- 
ciety and the preservation of morals, Some 
of them carried the war into the camp of 
liberalism and proclaimed that there was

truer democracy in the church than outside 
it. The great cardinal secretary of state, 
Antonelli, who fought Garibaldi and Cavour 
to the last ditch, was of humble origin, as 
humble as the newly chosen prefect of the 
propaganda. One great pope was a swine- 


church, theologians or statesmen, have 
found their first education among the fields 
of Italy or in the streets of the prov.acial 
towns of France, Spain, or Germany. This 
is all the more notable as, until the French 
revolution, no man, however able, who was 
not an ecclesiastic, could hope to rise to high 
position in the state unless he was of noble 
birth. 
The church has reflected the spirit of the 
age. In the middle ages it was feudal and 
| military; during the renaissance it was ar- 
tistic and infected with the licentiousness 
of the period; in the time of Columbus it was 
adventurous and avaricious of power; today 
it is devoting its energies to the study of 
social and pofitical problems. But in every 
age it has defended the rights of the indi- 
vidual against the violence of society and 
has offered preferment to able men. The 
man who sacrifices his individuality for the 
church usually finds it again in its service. 


THE KAISER’S DECORATIONS. 

The German emperor has been graciously 
moved to recognize the services of ten Chi- 
cagoans who helped to entertain his brother, 
Prince Henry, during his visit in this city. 
Mr. Arthur J. Eddy stands in a class by 
himself and gets a Red Eagle of the third 
class. Mr. Fischer, president of the Ger- 
mania mi&nnerchor; Prof. Von Klenze of 
the University of Chicago, and Dr. Zimmer- 
mann, the German instructor, get a Red 
Eagle of the fourth class. Harry Rubens, 
the Germania münnerchor's orator on fes- 
tive occasions, and Mr, Vocke get a Crown 
order of the third @lass, and Wilhelm 
Schmidt, president of the German Veteran 
association, a Crown order of the fourth 
class. To these gentlemen the emperor 
limits the decorations, but he remembers 
Postmaster Coyne with a gold cigaret case 
and Chief O’Neill with a gold scarfpin, and 
slightly recognizes Mayor Harrison with a 
framed portrait, not of the emperor but 
of the prince, 
Tun Trisune is not acquainted with the 
rules which govern German potentates in 
making gifts, but it does not seem right 
that the mayors of Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nati, and St. Louis should have Red Bagles 
of the third class, and even the station 
master at St. Louis a Crown order of the 
fourth class, while Mayor Harrison 1s re- 
membered only with a portrait of the prince, 
which he cannot wear on publie occasions, 
as it would not be appropriate, and, if it is 
an oil portrait, might be cumbersome. 
Mayor Harrison, however, can console 
himself with the reflection that eagles and 
crown decorations at best a transitory 
things, and that the owners «i them will 
hardly care to wear them or to assert su- 
periority over their fellow-citizens because 
they have received these imperial knick- 
knacks. And yet human nature is so in- 
consistent that he and the chief of police 
and the postmaster may envy the 
decorated seven the imperial recogni- 
tion which attaches to these insignia 
of rank. O'Neill cannot wear his scarf- 
pin attached to his coat lapel, nor 
can Coyne pin his cigaret case on his breast. 
Much less can the mayor adorn himself 
with that portrait. Their gifts are of no 
more consequence than souvenir spoong as 
compared with those Red Hagles, whose. 
owners are the chosen ones. The mayor, 
his chief of police, and the postmaster are 
“the others.” 
And yet these three gentlemen are not 
altogether unfortunate. If they will look 
back they will remember that after the 
Paris exposition several of their fellow- 
citizens who had been officially connected 
with it were lavishly decorated by the 
French government and were made cheva- 
liers, barons, knights, and what. not in the 
Legion of Honor, and had medals, eagles, 
and crosses galore, but where are they 
now? Who remembers them? Who even 
can name the Franco-Chicagoan dignitaries? 
If he be so minded and remembers that 
“vanity of vanities, all is vanity,” the 
mayor can be just as happy with his por- 
trait as Arthur Eddy with his Red Hagle.

JACQUEMINOT ROSE. 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 


Tribune. 


The handsome crimson roses which Tun 
TRIBUNE has selected for its nature atudy 
today are those of the Gen. Jacquemimot 
variety, one of the most prominent of the 
hybrid perpetuals, It is a favorite green- 
house product, but is also raised with great 
success in gardens. Its pollen is used ex- 
tensively for the work of crossing withother 
varieties in the effort to secure new hybrids. 
Its pollen has a close affinity for all types of | 
the Rosa rugosa varieties. Experiments are 
going on all the time in rose culture, andthe 
most marked success in America as well as 
in Europe has been with the pollen of the 
Gen. Jacqueminot. The rich crimson color 
is one of the marked characteristics of the 
infant hybrids whenever the pollen of the 
“Jack” is used. 

It is difficult to trace with any degree of 
accuracy the original species of the hybrid 
perpetuals. They have been mixed so many 
times that the characteristies of each overlap 
at nearly all points. This is true of all gar- 
den roses, but particularly of the hybrid 
perpet uals. 

The rose is the first flower known and cul- 
tivated in the double state. In Europe roses 
have reached a state of perfection in gardens. 
It is difficult to obtain the same results here 
in America, owing to the hot sun and trying 
climatic conditions. The blossoms develop 
so quickly that they do not have a chance 
to build as they grow, and consequently 
lade rapidly. A special society was formed 
three years ago for the sole purpose of ex- 
perimenting and fostering the work of pro- 
ducing fine and vigorous garden hybrid per- 
petuals. 

The hybrid perpetuals, or hybrid remon- 
tant, as the French call them, area large and 
comprehensive group. The Gen. Jacque- 
minot, with its brothers and sisters, is of a 
stiff, upright growth, sometimes Inctined to 
pendulous. The foliage is a dull green, wrin- 
kled, and not shiny. They ＋ embrace the 
chief characteristics of the e, the 
damask, the French, and the Chinese groups. 
The flowers are of all types, large, and in- 
clined to flatness and generally of dark col- 
ors. The stems are armed with distant 
hooked prickles; the leaves are either three 
or five in number and are coriaceous in tex- 
ture. 

As well as being the largest group, the 
hybrid perpetuals are also the most impor- 
tant of the hardy roses. There is more prom- 
ise of success for outdoor cultivation in re- 
gions of severe wintef with this class of roses 
than with any,other. The Jacqueminot has 
withstood some of the worst winters known 
along the north shore of Lake Michigan. It 
lived when dozens of its cousins succumbed. 
This plant is propagated by seeds, cuttings, 
grafting, or budding, by layers, and by di- 
vision. It needs a warm, sunny spot, shield- 
ed from strong, Dleak winds. A good pro- 
tection is to be found in a wood or hedge, but 
they must be far enough away not to cast 
any shade upon the bed. The soil should be 
a strong, rich clay, or loam, well drained. 
Sticks, stones, grass, and roots should be 
removed, as roses need the soil entirely for 
themselves. The best time for setting out 
the plants is late in the fall, and trimming 
should be attended to before the sap begins to 


a few years and should be put into new 
ground frequently. 

Rosa Indica—that is, the India and Chinese 
roses—include the Gen. Jacqueminot as, well 
as many other hybrid perpetuals.

There is still some hitch about the title 
which Mr. Smith-Barry proposes to assume, 
as some objections have been raised to his 
taking the style of Lord Barrymore by rival 
claimants to the dormant honors of the last 
Lord Barrymore, who died in the early part 
of last century. Mr. Smith-Barry is the 
only one of the new peers who has an Amer- 
ican wife. I 

Old Prince Orsini has become rec- 
onciled to the vatican, has made the neces- 
sary amends for his former misconduct, and 
it is partly in consequence of this that his 
second son, Don Lelio, was nominated by the 
pope as a member of the special mission ap- 
pointed to represent the holy seat at the coro- 
nation of King Edward. Moreover, the pope 
has likewise taken steps to purchase through 
third parties the famous Orsini palace, built 
on the site of the ancient theatrum Maréelli, 
on what is now the Via Monte Savello. The 
pope has taken this step for the purpose of 
preserving to the house of Orsini a palace 
which has been the scene of so much trage- 
dy, drama, and history in general of the eter- 
The Orsinis furnished pontiffs to the pap- 
acy as far back as the eight century, and 
at least six occupants of the holy seat have 
been members of this family, the head of 
which shares with the chief of the Colonna 
family the hereditary dignity of Prince 
Assistant of the Holy Seat.“ By virtue of 
this office, which is the principal law dignity 
of the pontifical court, the Princes Ofsini 
and Colonna take it in turns to stand imme- 
diately to the right of the papal throne on all 
state occasions. 
The Orsinis are not merely the most illus- 
trious of Roman patricians, but likewise 
princes of the German empire, Neapolitan 
dukes, and Spanish grandees. They have 
borne the predicate of “ highness” since 
the year 1626, and are entitled to address the 
2 1 of Saxony, Belgium, and Portugal as 
cousin.’’ 


Not only has Prince Philip Orsini become 
reconciled to the vatican, the threshold of 
which he had not crossed for more than 
twenty years, but he has become reconciled 
to his wife, and the decree of judicial separa- 
tion which they had both sought about a 
decade ago has now been annulled. The 
princess is a charming woman, a sister of 
that Count Hoyos who for many years rep- 
resented the Austro-Hungarian empire at 
Washington. Her husband is still a hand- 
some man in spite of his three score years, 
has snow white hair ang beard, and has 
beer a time out of his mind, which, per- 
haps, Accounts for the reckless extravagance 
which has contributed so much to his finan- 
clal embarrassments. 

His eldest son and heir, who bears the title 
of Prince Solofra, is likewise separated from 
his wife, the trouble between the young 
couple having arisen in connection with the 
refusal of her family to pay his dewry, or 
the share of her father’s fortune.

Ranks Next to Black Eagle. 

The Order of the Red Bagie in its present 
form is one of the Prussian house orders and 
is next in rank to the Order of the Black 
Eagle. Its history dates back to 1705, when 
George William, hereditary prince of Ans- 
pach and Batreuth, founded the Ordre de la 
Sincerite,“ but since then it has undergone 
many changes in its character. All classes 
of the Order of the Red Eagle are civil dec- 
orations bestowed in recognition of meri- 
torious acts in 

The decoration consists of a Maltese cross 
in white enamel, with the red Prussian eagle 
in the round center field. The cross is sus- 
pended by a ring from a ribbon, which, in the 
first clase, is worn across the breast from 
the left shoulder to the right hip; in the sec- 
around the neck, and in the third 


ribbon is black with white stripes on the 


borders. 
Founded by William I. 
The Order of the Crown was founded by 
William I. in 1861 on the occasion of his 
coronation at Koenigsberg. The order is 
of the same rank as that of the Red Eagle, 
but is usually bestowed for merit on per- 
sons not in the service of the state, while 
the Order of the Red Eagle is mostly given 
to state officials and persons connected 
with various branches of the civil administra- 
tion. 
The decoration consists of a cross with 
curved sides and a round center field, bear- 
ing the royal crown with the cireumscrip- 
tion: Gott Mit Une on the front, and 
the monogram, “RW.” with the circum- 
scription, “ Den 18. Oktober, 1881,“ on the 
reverse side. The cross of the first three 
classes is of white enamel with the narrow 
gold border, that of the fourth class of gold 
without enamel.

Some Heavy Export Sales. 
Export business is showing a marked dis- 
position to pick up. New York sales for two 
Jays were reported at 155 loads. These sales 


were way ahead of any recent sales and more 


than made good the claim put forward at 
the end of the week that this week's business 
would be a large one. The effect was nat- 
urally bullish. 

Local receipts were on a smaller scale, 219 
tars, of which only 8 were contract. Min- 
reapolis had 101 and Duluth 37, making 559 
at the three points, against 491 the previous 
week and 459 a year ago. At all primary 
points the receipts were 1,359,000 bu, against 
1,008,000 bu last week and 1,121,000 bu last 
year. 

Armour interests still sold the December. 
but were credited with buying more Sep- 
tember than they sold December. Milmine- 
Bodman were on the other side of the De- 
cember, buying it freely between 605%c and 
G8%c. There was also some free buying cf 
the December for northwest account. Sev- 
enty appeared to be a pivotal point for the 
September, the bears making a determined 
effort to depress the price below that figure, 
and the bulls an equally vigorous and more 
successful attempt to prevent such a move-

Corn Makes an Advance. 

There was a good deal of strength in corn, 
all the deliveries except September selling 
at higher prices. As compared with Tues- 
day the July gained 2c, the December e., 
and the May tate. The September closed 
% lower. The high point in the July was 
60c, the current delivery being forced along 
by a better cash market. Smaller receipts 
were a factor. These were 117 cars, of which 
only 15 cars were contract. Private houses 
contributed. 32 cars, and 75,000 bu were 
shipped out. There was a falling off in 
primary receipts, which were 275,000 bu, as 
compared with 422,000 bu the previous week 
and 401,000 bu a year ago. Cudahy interests 
Were put down as covering short eales of 
September early, but presumably did some 
reselling later. There was big commission 
selling of September in the fore part of the 
Session, led by Logan, the fine weather out- 
Jook having a bearish influence on sentiment 
for a time. But the bullish tendency of the 
July resulting from the congested conditions 
governing trade in that future, coupled with 
small estimated receipts, led to more or less 
covering by shorts near the close. St. Louis 
houses were active on the buying side. The 
trade in July was on a small scale all through 
the session, and it was especially hard to buy 
‘when wanted. At one time early in the day 
the price fluctuated from 5e to 50c, back to 
57%, without a single transaction, those 
prices simply being bid by a broker who had 
an order to fill. Deliveries on July contracts 
after the close were 250,000 bu.

The bulls in July oats, judging from the 
action of the market yesterday, were not in 
the least disturbed by the fixing of a 45c 
marginal price.

The former reacted ic at the 
close, but the latter finished at the top price. 
The story of the market is easily told. There 
were few oats for this month's delivery or- 
fered for sale, and when shorts tried to cover 
they were forced to bid prices up sharply.

‘Frisco was reported to have been engaged 
in lately. 

First the report came that the Frisco had 
purchased the Chicago and Alton. After 
this- canard had been exploded the report 
came that the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 

Fé had acquired control of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco, and this also proved to 
be without foundation. 

‘Railroad officials here cannot see what 
the St. Louis and San Francisco would want 
with the Chicago and Bastern Illinois, un- 
less it is a scheme on the part of J. FP. Mor- 
gan to prevent Gould's St. Louls South west- 
ern road from getting the Eastern Illinois. 
Mr. Morgan has been trying for some time 
to get control of the Eastern Illinois and 
make it the Chicago outlet of the Louisville 
and Nashville, but owing to Gould’s compe- 
tition failed to land it. 


Lines Do Not Connect. 


The St. Louls and San Francisco does not 
connect with the Eastern Illinois, and a link 
of about 150 miles would have to be built to 
connect the two systems. 

Two directors of the Frisco road refused 
to confirm or deny the report. H. H. Porter, 
who represents the controlling interests in 
Chicago and Bastern Illinois, declined to dis- 
cuss thé matter at all. President Yoakum of 
the Frisco would not talk about the alleged 
deal, and other interested parties deny any 
knowledge of it. 

The terms of the-lease, according to report, 
are that certificates of control will be issued 
in exchange for existing Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois stock on the basis of approxi- 
mately two and a half certificates for one 
share of stock.
